lance is equally marked. 
The hill by Senator Morrow defines bar­ 
ratry, fixes the fine of one found guilty at 
not less than $25 nor more than $100, and 
imprisonment for not loss than one nor more 
than six months. Conviction autom atically re­ 
vokes the defendant’s license to practice law.
